W E ST M IN ST E R ABBEY. 


•o r n ith in e About T his W o rld Fam ous Old 
Kiiglisb C h urch. 
The architecture of Westminster ab­ 
bey dates back to a remote period, but 
long before any part of the present 
“ glorious pile” was in existence a Sax­ 
on church stood upon tho same spot. 
Many years ixlore the conquest the 
Saxon church wan connected with a 
monastic body of the Benedictine order, 
which gave tho name Western monas­ 
tery, or Westminster, to its place of 
abode, to distinguish it from St. Paul’s. 
in London, which was known as East 
Minster. 
Considered architecturally, the first 
church hero of which we have any au- J 
t bent ic history was erected by Edward 
the Confessor and consecrated on Holy , 
Innocents’ day, 1085. 
The greater part 
of the abbey was built by Henry III iii j 
the style known as early English. The j 
west front, with its grandly beautiful 
windows, belongs to the fifteenth cen 
fury, as does also the completion of the 
nave and the aisles. The extreme length 
of Westminster abbey is 511 feet, the 
width across the transepts is 20B feet 
and tile width across the aisles 79 feet; 
the height of the roof is 102 feet. 
The fortunes of the abbey havo fob 
lowed aud are closely interwoven with 
those of the nation, and many, their 
fore, 
aro its historical 
associations 
There the sovereigns of England havx 
been crowned ever since the conquest. 
The coronation stone, 
brought from 
Scotland by Edward I, may still bo seen 
under the coronation chair used by 
Richard ll. 
This chair has ever since 
been occupied by English rulers during 
the coronation ceremonies. 
Within the walls of tho abbey the 
funerals of many crowned heads havo 
taken place, aud sovereigns and mem­ 
bers of royal families have graves and 
tombs beneath its roof. 
Oliver Crom­ 
well never wore a crown, but his re­ 
mains wore deposited for a time in a 
vault beneath Henry Y Il’s chapel with 
pomp never surpassed by that of royalty. 
The south transept is known to the 
world as tho “ poets’ corner,” because 
there, sleeping their last sleep, are 
Chancer, Spenser, Ben Jousou, Cowley, 
Dryden, Beaumont, Addison aud Ten­ 
nyson and near by are monuments to 
Shakespeare, Milton. Isaac Watts, Gold­ 
smith and Johnson. 
In the north transept aro buried many 
renowned statesmen. 
Thoro lie Bitt, 
Wilberforce, Fox, Peel, Canning and 
Palmerston. 
Many eminent divines, 
men of letters, generals, admirals aud 
other persons known to fame are buried 
beneath the marble pavement or have 
monuments by its pillars or on its his­ 
toric walls.—Philadelphia Times.

been understood that for marine pur­ 
poses thick plat!' glass is the only prac­ 
tical and ai pre pnate material, resisting 
storms and seas aa no other substance 
can.—Hew York Ledger.

MILITARY SCIENCE. 


S im p lified F ortification *. Bicycle© ftnd Au­ 
tom atic Gun© A re M odern Feature©. 
It seems to be the general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
the development of military science in 
the immediate future will be in tho di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization of the bicycle and the ex­ 
tended use of some form of automatic 
gun. 
Tho modern army eng inner sees 
little use in raising great mounds of 
earth such as used to be done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
needed. 
The bigger the earthwork the 
greater the mark for the enemy’s guns 
A hole in the ground h$s been the theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we possess fieldpieces with 
disappearing carriages it can bo prac­ 
tically carried out. A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bullets and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory with all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enemy what the hollow 
road near Waterloo wits to tho cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic rifle. 
This is the conclusion of 
military men not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
General Will©, a Ger­ 
man army expert on the subject of fire­ 
arms, says decisively that it will ulti­ 
mately be the rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of merit is its capacity for doing away 
with the mechanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it does its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating his 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim snrer. 
As pointed out by General Wille, th* 
force of the recoil of the automatic gun 
is employed for charging and closing 
tho breech, aud the firer has only to let 
off the shot in order again to load th© 
weapon, so that the number of shots dis­ 
charged without an effort is precisely 
tho sumo as the total contents of the 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 
weak part of tho automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but, as they have been found 
after tests mado iii Austria to withstand 
the wear and tear of from 10,000 to 14,- 
000 discharges, this does not oount tot 
much.—New Yolk Bun.

Sim plified Fortification*. Bicycle* and Au­ 
tom atic Gu m A rt Modern FeaSnre*. 
It seems to be the general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
tho development of military science in 
the immediate future will be in the di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization of the bicycle and the ex­ 
tended use of some form of aa tom a tie 
gun. 
Tho modem army engineer sees 
little uso in raising great mounds of 
earth such as used to be dime when 
hasty and even pe rmanent works were 
needed. 
The bigger the earthwork the 
grouter the mark for the enemy 's guns 
A hole in the ground liq* lx*en th© theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we possess fieldpieces with 
disappearing carriage* it can bo prac­ 
tically carried out. A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing ballets and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
Its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory with all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enemy what the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rift* of tho future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic riff**. 
This is the conclusion of 
m ilitary men not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
General Wille, a Ger­ 
man army expert an tho subject of fire­ 
arms, says decisively that it w ill u lti­ 
mately be the rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of merit is its capacity for doing away 
w ith the mechanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it does its own blading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating his 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 
As pointed out by General Wille, the 
force of the recoil at the automatic gun 
is employed for charging aud dosing 
the breech, aud tho firer has only to let 
off the shot in order again to load the 
weapon, so that the number of shots rfis- 
chiuged without an effort is precisely 
tho same as tho total contents of the 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 
weak part of the automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but, as they have beeu found 
after tests made in Austria to withstand 
the wear and tear of from 16,000 to 14,- 
000 discharges, this does not count tot 
much.—New Yolk Sun.

W E S T M IN S T E R A BBEY . 


Something About Thi» World Fairton* Old 
F.ugli*h Chnreh. 
The architecture of W estminster ab­ 
bey dates back to a remote period, but 
I (Mig before any part of the present 
“ glorious pile” wa,* in existence a Sax­ 
on church stood tipoii the Kame spot. 
Many year* before the conquest tho 
Saxon church was connected with a 
monastic body of the Benedictine order, 
which gave the name Western monas­ 
tery, or Westminster, to its place of 
abode, to distinguish it from St. Patti’s, 
in London, which was known a* East 
Minster. 
Considered architecturally, the first 
church here of which we have any au­ 
thentic history was ©noted by Edward 
the Confessor and consecrated on Holy 
Innocents’ day, 10R5. 
Tho greater piart 
of the abbey was bn J It by Henry' 111 in 
the style known as early English. Tho 
west front, with its grandly lieantiful 
windows, belongs to the fifteenth ceu 
tury, as doe* also the completion of the 
nave and the aislea The extreme length 
of Westminster abbey is 511 feet, the 
width across the transept* is 205 feet 
and the width across the aisles 70 feet; 
the height of the roof is IOO feet. 
The fortunes of the abbey have fol­ 
lowed and are closely interwoven wirb 
those of the nation, and many, there 
fore, 
nro its historical associations 
There the sovereigns of England haw 
been crowned ever ainee the conquest 
The coronation stone, 
brought from 
Scotland by Edward I, may still bo seen 
under the coronation chair used by 
Richard ll. 
This chair has ever since 
been occupied by English rulers during 
the coronation ceremonies. 
W ithin tho walls of the abbey the 
funerals of many crowned beads hat# 
taken place, and sovereigns and mem­ 
bers of royal families have graves and 
tombs beneath its roof. 
Oliver Crom­ 
well never wore a crown, but his re­ 
mains were deposited for a tim*' in a 
vault beneath Henry V II’* chapel with 
pomp never surpassed by that of royalty.

It seems to be the general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
the development of m ilitary science in 
the immediate future will be in tho di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization of the bicycle and the ex­ 
tended use of some form of automa tie 
gun. 
Tho modern army engineer sees 
little use in raising great mounds of 
earth such aa used to be done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
needed. 
The bigger the earthwork the 
greater tho mark for the enemy’s guns 
A hole in the ground has been the theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we poswess fieldpieces w ith 
disappearing carriages it can bo prac­ 
tically carried out. A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing ballets and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory with all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enemy what the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic rifle. 
This is the conclusion of 
m ilitary men not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
General Wills, a Ger­ 
man army expert on the subject of flre- 
uiuj-, Bays decisively that it will u lti­ 
mately be the rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of m erit is its capacity for doing away 
w ith the mechanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it docs its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, t lins concentrating his 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 
As pointed out by General Wille, the 
force of the recoil of the automatic gun 
is employed for charging and closing 
tho breech, and the firer has only to let 
off the shot in order again to load the 
weapon, so that the number of shots dis­ 
charged without an effort is precisely 
tho sumo as the total contents of the 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 
weak part of tho automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but, as they have been found 
after tests made iii Austria to withstand 
the wear aud tear of from 10,900 to 14,- 


0 0 0 discharges, this does not count Col 
m uch.—-New York Sun.
